Thomas M. Jackson was born at 
Poplar Ridge, Jefferson county, Indi­ 
ana, September 16, 1835, 
and died 
at his home in this city at 7:20 p. m., 
January 30, 1916. 
He was married

two sons, James S. and William W..

— An effective blockade of Germany 
is impossible, Admiral Von Holtzen- 
dorff, chief of the German admiralty 
staff, declared today in an exclusive 
statement to the United Press. 
England, he said, could in no cir­ 
cumstance stop commerce in the Bal­ 
tic between Sweden and Denmark 
and Germany. 
For weeks no British 
submarine has been able to achieve 
any success in the Baltic, he said. 
The Russian fleet is frozen in the 
Baltic harbors. 
The only effect of such a blockade 
order would be upon neutrals and 
women and 
children 
of Germany. 
He hinted strongly that Germany is 
prepared for any action that may he 
taken bv Great Britain.

A newly organized 
company 
at 
Huntington proposes to establish au ­ 
tomobile passenger service between 
th at city and a number of small towns 
within a radius of twenty-five miles. 
The ears are being built to order 
for passenger service and will run 
over their own right-of-way. 
A spe­ 
cially designed track is being con­ 
structed so that better time can be 
made between points. 
This is one of 
the first attempts of his kind in In­ 
diana and if a success it may be 
taken up by other communities. Sev­ 
eral years ago such a system was 
proposed 
between 
this 
city 
and 
Brownstown, but the company seeking 
to establish the road a-ked a bonus 
which was refused by the voters at 
a special election. 
The Huntington company promises 
a schedule that will compare favor­ 
ably with that of steam and electric 
roads. 
The automobile line will en­ 
ter a territory which does not have 
transportation facilities and there is 
no reason why the plan should not 
be profitable. 
It is conceded that it 
will be convenient for the citizens of 
the smaller towns who many times 
would prefer to use the auto line than 
drive in their own conveyances. 
Automobile-- can easily make stops 
for passenger- and in this respect 
will have the advantage over the 
steam car- and even the interurbans. 
The expense of stopping a passenger 
train on a steam road is considerable 
and i* frequently in excess of the 
amount of the fare that is paid by a 
single passenger for 
a 
short haul. 
Steam roads for this reason are c a t­ 
ering more and more to long hauls, 
leaving the loeal business for elec­ 
tric and gasoline propelled convey­ 
ances.
